is D'scovorod Floating Within tha Cra- 
ter of a Veloane In 
Honalulu. 

Mail advices from Honolulu tell of 
the most amasing phenomenon aver 
observed witbia tbe crater eC a volea- 

no by a white man. 

It was no less than a tremendous 
bubble of tava, inflated by gas from the 
very center of tbe earth, wklck sup- 
ported an lalaad as It floated aeroas a 
lake of Itery liquid. Frank A. Ferret, 
tba adaatlat ,wbe obsarvad M. eetlsMt* 
ed tbat It eovarod aa area of S.00O 
•Quare feet, aad ba i 
enough to aacar e a lew 
although conditions were far ireaa tt^- 
vorable for picture taking. 

"The bubble was a huge sausage- 
shaped affair, inflated with volcar.lc 
gas and composed of lava glass," suys 
the scientist in bis report. "A lava 
fountain, boiling continuously under 
tbe eastern end. gave the appearance 
of a screw propeller, and tbe amazing 
contrlvanoa aeemad to ba navigating 
the lake like a great wbalebaek 
ateamer. .
